The  Brookfield  Planning  Board  met  for  twelve  regular  meetings,  two 
public  hearnings  and  numerous  committee  meetings. 

Five  subdivisions  were  approved  creating  15  building  lots.  One  was  for 
condominium  subdivision.

This  police 
supervised  activity  is  a  cooperative  effort  to  reduce  criminal  acts  without 
increasing  the  financial  burden  to  taxpayers. 

We  will  be  advising  citizens  of  our  program  which  includes  Property 
Identification,  Security  Surveys,  and  a  Neighborhood  Crime  Watch.
